The County Commissioners refused to count 
Judge Bennett's vote, the two Democratic Com- 
missioners getting up a little after midnight, 
finishing their report, and sending it to Frank- 
fort without the signature of the Republican 
Commissioner. 

Through his Attorneys Judge Bennett began 
proceedings before Judge Harbeson to compel 
u count of the vote legally cast for him. 

The case was partially heard in Flemingsburg 
last Saturday, being adjourned to this city for 
continuation last afternoon. 

At the conclusion of the arguments last night, 
Judge Harbeson decided the matter in Judge 
Bennett's favor. 

As in the Harrison county case, Mr Kehoe's 
Attorneys will go before a Judge of the Court 
of Appeals with the hope of having the Lower 
Court overruled. 

Judge Bennett's Attorney* in his injunction 
suits are Judge James H. Hazelrigg, ex-Chief 
Justice of Kentucky, Hons.
